SHRINKAGE OF CORN. 
A test was made in Iowa a few 
y e a rs ago to test the shrinkage of 
corn in a crib. 
A crib was construct­ 
ed on a pair of scales so that an ex­ 
a c t register could alway s he made. 
Seven thousand pounds of corn were 
h usk e d and put into the crib. 
The 
corn w as weighed once each month. 
D uring the first three months, from 
January 19 to April 19 , the loss was 
S60 pounds or 5 per cent of the orig­ 
in a l weight. During the next three 
m onths the loss was 19 0 pounds. The 
te s t was made by the Iowa experi­ 
m ent station and was evidently a fair 
one. 
It showed that a bushel of corn 
weighing 8 0 pounds w-hen 
husked 
¡will weigh 74 pounds at the end of 
th e y ear.

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COLONEL ALDRICH, 
One of the early prominent men of 
Dixon was Colonel Cy rus Aldrich. He 
moved to Minnesota in the fifties and 
was elected to congress in the stormy 
day s of secession a Southerner was 
making a howling speech when the 
Colonel in a stentorian voice cried 
out, “ Louder,” and the fire eater of 
Georgia was laughed down. We are 
reminded of this incident by reading 
the following from a Minneaplis pa 
per: 
“W ith the work of tearing down 
the brick and stone buildings at the 
hospital, which, for some y ears, has 
been used as a nurses’ home, there 
is being destroy ed the first fine m an­ 
sion which ever graced Minneapolis 
Within the time-honored .walls of this 
mansion more men of national prom­ 
inence have been entertained than 
within any other 
structure in the 
city . 
The building was erected in 18 56 
by Colonel Cy rus Aldrich, the first 
congressman from this 
district, 
a 
man who attained national prom in­ 
ence. 
The building became the center of 
social life and culture in Minneapolis 
Colonel Aldrich and his wife were fa 
rnous enteretainers and kept “open 
house” lor all, sum m er and winter. 
No individual of prominence visited 
Minneapolis in th at early day who 
was not invited to the spacious m an­ 
sion and roy ally entertained. 
In 
single sum m er season the 
Aldrich 
family entertained as high as 1,500 
guests, those guests vary ing in their 
stay from a single meal to visits of 
iwo weeks’ duration. W ithin the Al­ 
drich home in 18 65 was given a mem 
orable reception to General Uly sses 
S. Grant, William H. Seward, 
and 
nearly every man of national prom 
inence in th a t day , at one time or a*n 
other, was a guest at the famous A1 
drich home.” 
Colonel Aldrich died some y ears 
ago, but his widow is now living in 
Minneapolis in the enjoy ment of good 
health, at the advanced age of nearly 
ninety y ears.

From Keokuk, la., comes the re­ 
port that Major Meigs, the govern­ 
ment engineer in charge of the upper 
Mississippi improvement work, 
has 
made public the plans drawn up for 
the Keokuk water powe rdam. which 
shows the project to be one of the 
most stupendous in the history of 
modern engineering 
The new dam, as shown by the 
plans, will consist, in its low end, of 
power house, which power house 
will really form a part of the dam 
itself. 
It will be built higher than 
the rest of the dam, much wider and 
all the mammoth buildings will 
be 
above the highest water. 
The ouild- 
ing will contain turbines and genera­ 
tors for the developing of electric­ 
ity . 
The power house will be over * 
quarter of a mile in length, beginning 
the lower end of what is 
novy 
known as the lower lock, and extend­ 
ing up stream 1,8 63 feet! The power 
house will be erected just outside the 
canal embankment, which will then 
be removed to give the water access 
the wheels. 
The upper end of 
the power house will be 1,8 00 feet 
above the lock. 
From the upper end of the house 
the dam proper will extend in a grand 
curve to a point Dear the mouth of 
Chaney creek on the Illinois side of 
the river and will be 6,000 feet in 
length. This mamm oth dam will be 
of solid concrete, thirty -five feet wide 
at the bottom and about thirty feet 
high 
The upper stream is to be ver­ 
tical, with a rounded top eight feet 
wide, the lower ending in a curve 
connecting with the bottom, so that 
the water coming over will not fall, 
but slide down the face and be given 
a horizontal direction at the botton of 
the river. The whole height is thirty - 
eight feet in the plans, which contem­ 
plate locking it into the rock bottom 
seven feet deep, to prevent any water 
getting underneath. 
The power nouse will he a magnifi­ 
cent structure of pressed brick and 
steel, which will, as before 
stated, 
be 1,8 63 feet long and eighty -two feet 
wide. The roof will be of trussed steel 
and the windows alone set in steel 
sash., every thing being absolutely fire 
proof. 
There will be forty -seven immense 
generators of 4,500 horse power each, 
working on a vertical shaft, like the 
generators at Niagara. The drawings 
show these generators to be twelve 
feet in diameter. On the same verti­ 
cal shaft will be three different tur­ 
bines, one over the other, about nine 
feet in diameter, all working together 
to drive the generator. 
The maximum head of water on 
the .wheels will be at low water and 
will am ount to tihrty feet. At extreme 
high w ater the head is expected to be 
twenty -one feet. 
Above the dam will extend a lake 
twenty -four miles long 
and 
from 
three-fourths to one mile wide, one 
of the prettiest, sheets of water any ­ 
where in the country . 
So far as known, this great power 
plant, with its accessories, will cost 
when completed, from six to ten mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Mr. Hugh L. Cooper, 
consulting engineer of the 
project, 
has said that with modern methods, 
with the thousands of men which he 
will employ from the start, it would 
be possible to build the whole thing 
in two y ears.

y ears ago Mr. Dowd and a number o-’ 
other farmers accepted p; ment for 
a strip of land through their farms 
wide enough to accommodate the size 
of ditch then to be built. Since the 
first ditch was dug it has been wid­ 
ened several times, and more land 
than the original amount sold by the 
farm ers has been used by the drain­ 
age commlssloni s. 
The enoroaeh- 
made necea -ar

l *r the land 
of his that was rendered useless. The 
drainage commissioners 
refused to 
pay , hem e the suit. The decision is 
far-reaching because other land own­ 
ers through whose farms the drain 
is cut will have to be paid. The ditch 
is about four miles long and the

is to pay for the encroachments along 
half mile of the 
ditch 
running 
through Mr. Dowd’s farm. 
It is understood that the case will 
be appealed, but if District No. 1 is 
no luckier in this than in

suits, Mr. Dowd will get his $4 70, but 
will have to pay his proportion of the 
extra assessment which will event­ 
ually have to be levied to pay for 
damage done other farms through 
which the ditch runs.

It is now estim at­ 
ed by good authorities that the total 
destruction of property will approxi 
mate abut $300,000,000. 
Probably 
not more than half this amount, or 
$150,000,000, will be covered by in­ 
surance; and of the losses which will 
have to be paid by the 
insurance 
companies more than half of 
that 
sum, $7 0,000,000 
or 
$8 0,000,000, 
will fall upon American companies, 
the balance being sustained by for­ 
eign concerns. Added to the actual 
destruction of property will be the 
disorganization and loss of business 
for weeks and months to come; so 
that it is y et impossible to calculate 
the real damage to trade and indus­ 
try resulting from this catastrophe.

HOW GREAT 
INDUSTRIAL PRO­ 
JE C T IS VIEW ED IN 
STERLING. 


VALUE 
CANNOT BE ESTIMATED 


F o r a H undred Miles Along Stream 
Pow er May Be Furnish ed 
Factories. 


Attorney George A. Blackford was 
In Sterling Saturday conrerring with 
th e business men th ere in reference 
to th e project for developing th e pow­ 
er along Rock river as proposed by a 
company of Eastern capitalists, and 
of th e project th e Sterling Gazette 
say s: 
~ TTIf th e plans of th ese men come to 
pass it will be one of th e greatest de­ 
velopments of th e natural resources 
of th is country th at h as ever been 
conceived and will open up m anufact­ 
uring interests in th e country along 
th e stream and make it in a measure 
a second Fall river, save th at th ere 
will not be th e same great develop­ 
ment of power in so sh ort a space as 
in th e famous factory district in Mas­ 
sach usetts. 
Th e m atter h as gone furth er th an 
th e people generally know. At pres­ 
ent ail th e possibilities of th e river 
h ave been mapped out in th e rough 
and in a general way th e company 
h ave a good idea wh at th e river will 
y ield in th e way of power. So com­ 
plete are th e plans th at th ey embrace 
th e development of all th e power 
available on th e 
stream , 
togeth er 
with great works at th e h ead of th e 
river wh ich will control th e water 
in flood lime and store th e excess for 
use during th e dry season and insure 
a constant supply of water both to 
provide for navigation and 
power 
during th e month s in tne summ er 
wh en th e river is naturally low be­ 
cause of a lack of rainfall. 
Th e de­ 
tails of all of th ese plans 
are not 
worked out, but th e general scope 
h as been viewed and determined to' 
be practical by competent engineers. 
Th e plans of th ese men will trans­ 
form th e valley of Rock river into 
one of th e greatest 
m anufacturing 
centers in th e wh ole country . Th e 
great area of tertile land will pro­ 
vide food for an immense population. 
Th e river will furnish several th ous­ 
and h orse power for every ten miles 
of its course and th e stream will be 
navigable to some of th e south ern 
Wisconsin towns at least 
with con­ 
nections 
to 
th e 
Mississippi 
and 
th rough th e Illinois river wh eie be­ 
fore th at time th ere will be a deep 
waterway on wh ich ocean going ves­ 
sels will ply from Ch icago to every 
part of th e world. 
It appears like 
a dream, but it is not of th e sub­ 
stance of wh ich dreams are made for 
even now th ere are several sites for 
dams definitely located. 
It will not follow th at th ere needs 
be a town at th e power site wh ich 
may be developed oth er th an a small 
village wh ere th e men wh o will care 
for th e great dy namos will live. 
It 
is more th an likely th at th ere will be 
no more towns tnan at present as all 
of th e power will be transm itted up 
and down th e stream on wires and 
consumed in th e large factory centers 
such as will grow up in th is city , at 
Dixon and th e large towns furth er up 
th e river including Janesville to th e 
north and th e tri-cities at th e mouth 
of th e river. 
Th e bill now in th e b inds of th e 
river and h arbor committee of th e 
h ouse of representatives at W ash ing­ 
ton is practically an incorporation ot 
a great company to do th is work. It 
is being backed by th e most aggres­ 
sive business men of th e Rock river 
valley , nearly all of th e larger factory 
interests along th e river being in­ 
volved. 
Some of th ese are in Ster­ 
ling and th e m atter h as h ad much of 
its impetus from th is city 
th ough 
th ere are no local names th at appear 
in th e application for incorporation 
in th is bill. 
With th e prestige th a t 
will come from th e connection 
of 
many more powerful 
and

men, th ere will be no difficulty in 
interesting capital in th e project. As 
before stated th e ground h as been 
gone over carefully during a period 
of several y ears and th e river th o r­ 
ough ly survey ed 
It is known h ow 
much power will be available at sev­ 
eral dam sites and h ow much power 
can be developed th ere. 
In 
fact 
th ere is no doubt but th at every unit 
of power th at can be developed along 
th e stream will h ave a ready sale al­ 
most immediately in th e m anufactur­ 
ing towns along th e stream. Sh ould 
th e present activity in m anufacturing 
continue, th e people will not h ave 
long to wait until th ey see some real­ 
ization of th ese plans.
